Sam J. Erv in Jr., (D-NC), chairman o f 
the ju diciary su bco mmittee o n co n stitu tio n al 
rights, jo in ed Sen s. James B. Pearso n . (R- 
Kan ), an d Hen ry Jackso n (D-Wash.), in 
su p p o rt o f a q u alified p riv ilege bill. 
Sev eral rep resen tativ es o f the p ress an d 
rep o rters sp o ke in fav o r o f the abso lu te 
p riv ilege p ro p o sal. 
Bu t sy n dicated co lu mn ist Jam es J.

It was 
fixed for $30. A short time 
later the customer was 
arrested on the turnpike for 
operating the vehicle while it 
was grossly overloaded and 
towing a trailer. 
Not all complaints can be 
solved. But it's worth writing 
a 
letter 
if 
you 
have a 
legitimate 
problem. 
The 
trade association will help 
whenever it can. 
It’s one more avenue for 
the frustrated consumer to 
investigate. And in most 
cases help can be found there.

violation of a state law that 
says any money collected 
under the name of a public 
official must be deposited 
with a county or city treas­ 
urer. 
So far. the auditor’s office 
has forwarded a recent audit 
of the Clark County Sheriff’s 
Drug Abuse Committee to the 
local prosecutor for possible 
legal action. The next two 
sheriffs to come under the 
scrutiny of state examiners 
are in Butler and Seneca 
counties.

regulations, 
capital improvements, 
etc. 
As

result of the 
Plan, 
subdivision regulations were 
adopted 
in 
February 
1968 
regulating the subdividing of 
land in Columbiana County. 
The Comprehensive General 
D evelopm ent 
P la n 
was 
finalized and adopted. 
In 
M ay, 
1969. • 
M r. 
M o rrisse y 
resigned 
his 
position as director of the 
R P C and Milton Sell, a native 
of 
Petersburg, 
was 
hired 
effective Ju ly 1. The various 
com m ittees of 
the 
R P C , 
inactive for almost two years, 
were again reorganized — the 
H ousing, 
Transportation,,

Use,
